We consider that the site is suitable for a wholesale gasoline storage site
but we consider that the existing improvements on the tract of land in question
present considerable hazard if allowed to remain adjacent to the proposed tanks
when used for the storage of Inflammable materials.

We suggest that the permit be granted subject to the owners safeguarding the
situation by putting up a fcriok fire-wall between the old wooden buildings and the
proposed tanks, said fire-wall to be at least four feet higher than the tops of
the roofs of the buildings and to be constructed of brick or concrete; said fire-
wall to be completed before the tanks are used for the storage of any inflammable
materials, the design of wall and general change of improvements to be presented to
and approved by the Safety Committee before the tanks are placed upon the property.
